The New York Herald's St. Peters- 
buig correspondent writes: "I bava 
just received information that the 
Kuldja question is well nigh settled. 
The Russian government was engaged 
in poiirparfef3 : ynt\vihie .-London Cabin- 
et, and did- not allow tho Marquis 
Tseng to come.to St. Petersburg until 
tho matter should bo settled. Now it 
is decided that tliQ"Cliineso government 
shall take possession of the whole of 
the territory of Kuldja upon payment 
of an indemnity, for 'Russian military 
occupation of the district.

The Granvillo ghost has puzzled Pro- 
fessor Tyndall. During the last ses- 
sion, that terminated so abruptly, Lord 
Granville was often observed to be 
gazing in an abstracted manner at the 
wall opposite his seat in the House of 
Lords; and on more than ono occasion 
while hc. waB speaking he came to a 
dead stop for a moment or two, and 
looked earnestly at the point in ques 
tjon before resuming. It has gradually 
leaked out that the cause of this was 
t',he apparition of a casement in tho 
wall with -a' shadowy form, as of a 
lady, sitting at the window with her 
elbow on tho sill and her head resting 
on her hand. The arm and face wore 
always very distinct, the former being 
adorned by a bracelet, in which a mag- 
nificent diamond star flashed brightly, 
and the latter, a singularly beautiful 
countenance, being characterized by an 
expression of unutterable sadness. All 
hypotheses of disordered vision or "un- 
conscious cerebration " have failed to 
explain the phenomenon; for, as Lord 
Granville is perfectly free from appari- 
tions outside tho House of Lords, it is 
evident that the "ghost" has to do with 
the locality rather than with the per- 
aon. Professor Tyndall has been ap- 
plied to, and has avowed his determina- 
tion to clear up tho mystery, but 
hitherto all his investigations have 
proved unavailing. 

The veteran Whig Lord Shaftesbury 
now sits with the Opposition. 

Tho foreign office, which heretofore 
has takon charge of the affairs of 
Cyprus, has transferred the govern- 
ment to tho colonial office, to which it 
more naturally belongs. 

In the House of Commons Mr. La- 
houcherc, editor of Truth, speaks slow- 
ly and distinctly, with his hands folded 
behind his back. His voice i3 thin and 
not resonant. 

Both the Irish law officers have been 
returned, re-elected by their constitu- 
encies, the attorney-general being un 
opposed for Derry, and the solicitor- 
general by a largely increased majority 
for Mallow, tho Parnellito only polling 
54 to 201 votes recorded for Johnston. 

Albert Victor, the eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales, is a tall, slender, deli- 
cate-looking boy, slightly resembling 
his grandfather. His brother George 
is short, stout, and round-headed. The 
Prince's eldest daughter is rather plain, 
but the other little girls are exceeding- 
ly pretty, especially the blooming and 
spirited little Princess Maud. 

On the 19th of May Mr. George 
Rignold, while playing in "Henry V." 
at the Queen's Theatre, London, so 
pleased the audience with his appear- 
ance on his white chargor that his re- 



entry was demanded. As he rode to- 
wards the footlights the horse stumbled, 
and the King, leaping from his back, 
found that tho animal's off hind leg had 
slipped into a trap. Before tho horse 
could be extricated it tumbled over and 
disappeared in the trap. Tho drop 
was lowered, and in a moment Mr,' 
Rignold appeared and announced that 
neither himself nor the horse was hurt. 
He was loudly cheered and the play 
went on.

New York, June 9. --The funeral 
of John Broughham took place this 
morning from the Little Church Ar- 
ound the Corner, A largo representa- 
tion of the theatrical profession was in 
attendance.

Philadelphia, Juno 9. — For twelvo 
or fift een years Philadelphia has been 
the seat of a number of medical colleges 
that flooded the country with bogus 
diplomas. The Legislature tried to 
suppress those institutions but failed, 
and they have been run on legal char- 
ters. Six months ago the city editor 
of the Record called the attention of 
attorney-general to these concerns. 
The State had no evidence and tho at- 
torney-general no Hionoy with which to 
proeeSft; The Record advanced funds 
upon t he promise of reimbursement by 
tho Legislature. To day the matter 
culminated in proceedings which wipe 
out five bogus medical colleges, and in 
the arrest of John Buchanan, Dean of 
the American University of Philadel- 
phia and the Eclectic Medical College 
of Pennsylvania. Ho was also Presi- 
dent of tho National Eclectic Medical 
Association, which issued diplomas and 
under tho alias of James Murphy, D. 
D., he acted as Dean of the concern is- 
suing diplomas as the Livingstone Uni- 
versity of America. Charles Polk and 
John Siggins, members of the faculty, 
are at large. Evidence against the 
prisoners was secured by the Record's 
city editor who, under assumed names, 
got three medical diplomas for §75 
and thiee degrees, viz., two of Doctor 
of Medicine and one of Doctor of Div- 
inity, one Doctor of Laws and one- 
Doctor of Civil Laws for §150. Half 
a ton of bogus diplomas were captured 
in Buchanan's place, with a mass of 
correspondence showing thp traffic in 
diplomas.

New South Wales. — Parliament 
was to be prorogued in June. 

The New South Wales Fresh Food 
Export Company have issued their 
prospectus. . The now company starts 
with a capital of .£100,000 in 10,000 
shares of £10 each. Tho principal 
objects of the society are to erect ma- 
chinery and store-houses for freezing 
and storing, and exporting most and 
produce. 

The rainfall during the week ending 
May 2 2d has been light all over tho 
colony, though in one or two districts 
in the south some heavy showers have 
been experienced. 

Victoria — Parliament was opened 
by commission on May 11th. Sir 
Charles McMahon was elected Speaker 
of the Assembly. Eighty-five members 
were picsent out of SC, of whom 46 
sat on the ministerial benches, and 38 
on the opposition. Next day the gov- 
ernor delivered his speech. 

Owing to tho strike of miners at 
Newcastle, coal became so scarco in 
Melbourne that it was feared the city 
would bo without gas. 

The agricultural statistics for Vic- 
toria, for the year ending March 31st, 
18S0, show that the total quantity of 
land under tillage in 1S79-80 was 
1,081,400 acres, as compared with 
1.009,278 acres in 1S7S-9. 

Tho hoh. Neil Black, M.L.C., died on 
the lGth, at his residence, Mount Noo- 
rat, Western District, aged 70 years. 
He was a colonist of forty-one years' 
standing, and had represented' the 
Western Province in the legislative 
council for twenty-one years. 

South Australia. — A letter from 
Major-Ceneral Robert Cadoll, at Ma- 
dras, states that the Netherlands-Indian 
government have written to him par- 
ticulars of' his -brother's (Capt. Cadoll, 
the Murray explorer,) fate.- Ho says 
that in March, 1879, Cadell's vessel, 
the Gom, was near Key Islands, and 
one evening some of the crew (four of 
whom had been arrested) state that 
they heard six successive shots from a 
revolver. They Isok'ed in tho cabin 
and saw Cadell weltering in his blood 
and a seamen named Penman at the 
door brandishing a weapon. He took 
possession of the dollars and other 
valuables, and, being armed, forced tho 
crew by threats to man tho boats, and 
scuttled the ship with the body still in 
the cabin.

Montreal, June 10. — Bishop Fabre 
has issued a pastoral forbidding ladies 
in his diocese from appearing in public 
without being clothed with a cape or 
shawl, as His Lordship deems it im- 
moral to make an exhibit of the female 
figure. The same mandate directs nuns 
not to shake hands with men, even 
their own brothers or fathers being no 
exception, and in future they aro re- 
quired to abstain from giving visitors 
who call upon them any refreshments. 
The document concludes by prohibiting 
ecclesiastically and authoritatively pri- 
vate theatricals. 

Ottawa, June 11. — Mr. James W. 
O'Brien, for a long time employed in 
tho Department of Agriculture, died 
last week at Beauport. He was 30 
years of age. 

Mr. Forbes is engaged in painting a 
portrait of Sir John Macdonald, which 
is to be presented to parliament by the 
Conservative members of the Commons 
and Senate and political admirers 
throughout the country. It will bo life 
size. 

Montreal, June 12. — Charles War- 
ner was one of the four men arrested 
on a charge of having stolen the 815,- 
000 from Mr. McNamee. A desperate 
effort was mado to have him released 
upon a writ of habeas corpus, but it did 
not succeed until a rumor went forth 
that he was afflicted with' black small- 
pox. He was then liberated, and ten 
days later the report of Warner's sud- 
den death appeared in all the daily 
papers. Several weeks have eJapsed 
until tho first low whisper of suspicion 
has grown into a positive rumor that 
Warner is still alive. 

Toronto, June 7. — The meeting of 
the deacons held in the Bond Street 
Church to-night to consider tho. new 
developments in regard to the conduct 
of Rev. T. W. Handford, was held with 
closed doors. There were only five 
deacons present. A deputation will 
wait on Mr. Handford in the morning, 
and demand his resignation, after which 
a new minister will be called to the 
church. Mr. Handford keeps to his 
house, saying that he is ill, but he will 
not be called upon for any defence, as 
tho patience of the deacons has been 
stretched to the utmost.

— The pro- 
fessional boat raci.- bet. woen EInnlan, Boyd, 
Riley, Ross, Champion, fiaudlor, and 
others, occurred to-day. At tho signal, 
llanlan rushed to the front, and was fol- 
lowed by ; Boyd and Riley. After a time 
Ross pushed ahead of Boyd, and they 
fought steadily for the third position. 
Finally Ross passed the Englishman and 
sped for llanlan, passing him before 
reaching tho turning point by tlireo or 
four lengths, with Riley second and Han- 
Ian third. Gaudier seemed to have fouled 
with his buoy in turning, and Boyd fared 
no better, for he came in contact with his 
buoy, and was detained nearly half a 
minu'e. As the buoy was rounded, tho 
wind freshened perceptibly. Ross steer- 
ed toward the eastorn shore, with Riley 
second and Champion third. Ross main- 
tained his lead, and about half a mile 
from the turn llanlan was observed to 
cease rowing and rest on his oars. When 
asked what was the matter from tho press 
boat, he placed his hand on his cheat as 
though experiencing pain.

Tho rroposod Fishorlos Sill. 



Washington, June 10. — The bill re- 
ported by tho Committee on Foroign 
Affairs to-day on the fisheries question is 
a curiosity. It puts everything concern- 
ing the duties on fish and fish oil en- 
tirely in tho hands of tho Executive De- 
partment of tho Government. Under it, 
when the President thinks Great Britain 
is infringing on our rights in the inshore 
fishery, ho may issuo a proclamation re- 
storing the former duties on fish and fish 
oil. When lie thinks he and tho British 
Government have agreed concerning tho 
treaty, and there is no infringement, ho 
may issue another proclamation remitting 
the duties. Theso duties wero as follows: 
On mackerel, §2 per barrel; herrings, SI; 
other fish, pickled in barrels, $1.50; fish 
not otherwise provided for, 50 cents per 
100 lbs. The duty on fish oils was 20 
per cent, ad valorem. This proposition to 
lodge the discretion in tho Prcsidont in 
regard to tho tariff dutieB is pretty suro to 
encounter considerable opposition in tho 
House. 



The Japanese Consul, Yanogiya, re- 
ceived a telegram yesterday from N. Aiura, 
commander of the corvette Tzukuba, now 
at Esquimalt, British Columbia, inform- 
ing him that the training ship was about 
ready to start for this port and might bo 
expected early in July. Tho Tzukuba 
will be placed on the dock at Maro Island 
for repairs. Tho Tzukuba is expected 
again in Japan early in November, Tho 
Japanese Admiralty sends out each year 
to foroign seas three of theso training 
ships. Those for the present year aro tho 
Tzukuba, which sails to tho North Pacific, 
tho ironclad corvette- Kongo, which goes 
to the Mediterranean and Black seas via 
the Indian ocean and the Persian gulf, 
and the ironclad Hiyei, which goes to tho 
Southern Pacific. — S. F. Chronicle.

He ran round tho wharf and got 
a fisherman's boat 'with which ho pushed 
out— the tide having by this timo ..carried 
tho boys some distanco.from tho stops — 
and with a pole with a hook attached he 
caught tho lads (who wero by- this time 
floating motionless on tho wator) and 
drew them into tho boat. They wore trans- 
ferred to tho shore and taken homo in an 
insensible state. They were strippod, rub- 
bed and rolled for several minutes before 
Fred showed signs of life, and nearly an 
hour elapsed beforo Goorge camo to and 
gladdened tho hearts of "his parents by 
the uttoranco of a foeblo cry. Last oven- 
the poor boys wero very low from tho ef- 
fects of the saltwater they had swallowed, 
and tho chances of George's recovery 
wore considered somowhat doubtful.

ENGLAND. 

London, June 23. — Tho Houso of 
Commons to-day was crowded. Brad- 
laugh presented himself at the table of 
the Speaker who informed him that in 
consequence of tho resolution of yes- 
terday he might retire. Bradlaugh 
wished to address the Speaker. The 
opposition cried "withdraw," and the 
Speaker informed Bradlnugh he must 
withdraw. Labouchere moved that 
Bradlaugh be heard. Agreed to. Brad- 
laugh eloquently combatted tho resolu- 
tion against him. Ho said that it was 
unprecedented to condemn any ono un- 
heard. He argued against being ac- 
cused of atheism. Ho would not fore- 
go bis opinions or claim to a scat. The 
House might expel him; but until he 
had takon his seat it had no jurisdic- 
tion. The House cannot override tho 
law which permits him to tako the 
oath. If appeal should he necessary, as 
he hopes it will not be, it must be 
made. Ho asked tho Houso to givo 
him tho justice which judges would 
givo him if applied to. Ho was loudly 
cheered. 

Tho Speaker asked whether Brad- 
laugh should be called to hear the pleas- 
ure of the House. 

Sir Stafford Nforthcoto and Premier 
Gladstone both thought no now cause 
had arisen. Tho latter thought that 
last night's resolution was illegal, but 
submitted to it as the decision of the 
House. 

Labouchere asked leave to move that 
Bradlaugh bo allowod to tako tho oath. 
Ruled out of order. 

Labouchero then moved to recind 
last night's resolution, but after somo 
discussion, at the request of Gladstone, 
ho withdrew the motion. 

Bradlaugh having been called in ad- 
vanced to tho table and was informed 
by the Speaker of tho decision of the 
House and was requested to withdarw, 
Bradlaugh then respectfully refused to 
withdraw. 

Sir Stafford Nortlicote moved that 
the Speaker be authorized to enforce 
his withdrawal. 

Tho House then divided on this mo- 
tion, Bradlaugh, meantime, standing 
at the table, and the motion was ad- 
opted by a vote of 328 to 36. 

Bradlaugh then refused positively to 
obey. He was thereupon removed be- 
yond tho bar. He returned twice de- 
claring that the Houso had no right to 
exclude him; it could only imprison 
him. 

Nbrthcoto moved that Bradlaugh, 
having refused to obey the chair, be 
given into custody of the sergeant-at- 
arms. 

• Gladstone, seeing no other meaus of 
giving effect to last night's resolution, 
seconded- tho motion. 

A motion to adjourn was rejected 
212 to 5 — and Northcoto's motion c 
opted, 274 to 9. 

Londox, June 22. — Sixty five liber- 
als, including home rulers, voted against 
Bradlaugh's right to affirm. Ono con- 
servative and ten home rulers voted 
with tho ministry. 

London, June 22. — In the House of 
Commons to-day, on the resumption of 
the debate on Bradlaugh's offer to af- 
firm, Gladstone said that the govern- 
ment's position is to give advice and 
leavo the decision to tho House. The 
question of atheism, ho said, wrs irre- 
levant. Ho opposed Sir Hardiuge Gif- 
ford's amendment that Bradlaugh bo 
permitted neither to take the oath nor 
make affirmation. Tho matter, he said, 
was a constitutional, not a party ques- 
tion. 

It is reported that telegrams have 
been received in London saying that 
the Russians have been defeated by the 
Turkomans and compelled to retreat. 
Both sides lost heavily. 
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FRANCE. 
Pakis, June 23. — Swiss papers state 
that the St. Gothard tunnel is in great 
danger of falling in. Land slips con- 
tinue to threaten the masonry and en- 
gineers think the only way to avoid 
the danger is to modify the line traced 
out for the tunnel. 

GERMANY. 
BEPLIN, Juno 23.— The diot to-day 
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adopted the clause of the church bill 
with an adowimum moved by Hon 
Stengel declaring that in the exercise 
of episcopal rights in vacant bisho- 
prics the requirements of German 
nationality must not be overlooked". 
The diet also adopted the sixth clause, 
but rejected the seventh and eighth 
clauses. 

MEXICO. 
San Antoino, Texas, Juno 23. — 
At Piedras Negras, Mexico, on Mon- 
day Trevino, commanding the Mexican 
forces, demanded permission of the 
customs officers to use tho building to 
quarter two companies of soldiers. 
Being twice refused Trevino sent down 
a company with picks and crowbars 
and forced an entrance. They threw 
the contents of tho custom houses into 
tho street and took possession and the 
customs officers rented another office. 

BUENOS AYRES. 
London, June 23. — A Buenos Ay res 
dispatch of Monday says a battle is 
taking place in the suburbs. A com- 
mercial crisis lias occurred.

ENGLAND. 

London, Juno 1G. — After the pres- 
entation of an address at Guildhall, to 
the King of Greece, the Corporation 
entertained the distinguished guests at 
luncheon. The Lord Mayor proposed 
tho health of the King, who responded 
briefly. Referring to the progress 
Greece has inado in recent years, he 
said that, as soon as the frontier ques- 
tion is settled, lie felt suro the construc- 
tion of railways and other internal im- 
provements would begin. 

Berlin, June 9. — It is bolieved tho 
CV.ar will soon marry morganatically 
the Princess Dolgorouky, by whom he 
lias three children, and who is living 
with him at Tsarskoo-Seloe. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

London, June 18. — In tho House of 
Commons Sir Clias. W. Dilke said 
strong representations had been made 
to Buenos Ayros regarding the stoppage 
and boarding in the river Plato by an 
Argontine war Bteamer, of the Liver- 
pool steamer Plato early in May last, 
on suspicion of having arms on board, 
but that the representations had not 
been answered. 

Montevideo, June 18. — In conse- 
quence of the closing of the ports of 
Buenos Ayres, steamers are unloading 
cargoes intended for the Argentine 
Republic. 

London, April 18. — A Buenos 
Ayres dispatch says: The Provincial 
Government has abolished import du- 
ties in consequence of the closing of the 
port of Buenos Ayres by the Federal 
Government.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 
WORKS PURPOSES. 



THE MAYOR- AND COUNCIL BEG 
to place 'before the Ratepaj-ers the 
sqhonio of tho Water "Works Engmeot for 
putting the City Water Works in a com- 
plete condition. 

To carry out tho work a loan of $70,000 
is necessary, and the following particulars 
place the matter as clearly as possible be- 
fore tho Ratepayers for their jndgmont 
thereon. Should tho loan be effected and 
the work carricd.out tho incroaso in water 
rents resulting 'therefrom will be about 
'JO per cent. This increase within two 
years will be ample to meet tho amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tho loan. Tho Water Works at 
present are heavily indebtod to tho City 
for amounts takon from goncral revenue 
for reconstruction of the lioad works. 
This expenditure was necessary in ordor 
to continue- the present supply of wator 
and to prevent tho entiro destruction of 
the previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake. Tho said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of the surplus re- 
venue of tho City for the current year, 
and should it not bo repaid by means of 
a loan further works on streets will be 
impossible without increased taxation. 
The loan of §70,000 is intonded to carry 
out the scheme of tho Wator Works En- 
gineer and to^repay to tho general revonuo 
for public works the amount alroady ex- 
pended at the dam and elsewhere, which 
is nearly §15,000. 

Tho Ratepayers are referred to tho En- 
gineer's roport published in' The ColonUt 
on March 28th and to tho following 

.scheme. 

Cm Hall, 22nd March, 1830. 
To Hii Worsliip the Mayor 

and MunicijKil Council. 
Gentlemen, — In compliance with the 
resolutions requesting me to draught a 
scheino for tho oxtension of mains and a 
better supply of water for tho high lovola 
of the City, I have tho honor to report, 
that after taking into consideration tho 
probable largo increase of population, 
and to guard against tho necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt tho principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that the 
high sci-vico reservoir to be effective 
must be constructed at an elevation above 
the level of tho water in Elk Lako, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of the 
greatost quantity of water in tho Cityancl 
to effectively supply tho high levels I 
would Buggest that tho 11 inch main bo 
extended fmn Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to .the neighborhood of 
the J^toyal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City, 

A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
Tho level of tho wator in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 feet below tho level 
of the wator in Elk Lako, and 48 
feot will be avaijablo for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet abovo the 
level of tho water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will dovelop sufficient power to 
raiso 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipe into tho high service reser- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rock 
at the top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet abovo high water mark, or 8 
feet abovo the level of the water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It ia intended that there will be 
no connection botween the service pipes 
of high and low sorvico reservoirs except 
in case of fire. As to sizo' of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet squaro and 12 
feet deep, and tho high service ono to 
hold 00,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feot squaro: 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting the 
best plan for tho construction of Baid re- 
servoirs I may add that in all woll regu- 
lated cities it is an established principlo 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso thoy should bo built so 
as to be ablo to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in tho smallest possiblo area 
and covered so as to exclude tho light, as 
light is very injurious to water sturod in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of the wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. The cost of carrying out 
and completing tho ubnvo scheme will hot 
oxcood §50,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will bo required to com- 
plete tho filter beds; but should you boo 
fit to adopt the proposed scheme I am 
preparod to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for tho same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
awaro that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that thero is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry tho 
wator to one common reservoir that would 
partially. supply tho high lovols tho differ- 
ence between the lovel of tho water in 
reservoir audi evel of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, being only 25 feet, the differ- 
ence iu tho quantity of wator delivered in 
tho city by comparison would be to one 
common rosorvoir at tho high level, but 
not sufficiently high to be effective for all the 
buildings, and from a head of 25 feot the 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed Bchemo 
from a head of 48 feot tho main ennduitf 
pipe will deliver 37.000 pw hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo effective for tho highes 
buildings on the high levels, while the r 



stream has still some ndvocatos who 
believe that the supply should havo been 
obtained from that sourco; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever sourco tho supply is 
obtained, the proposed scheme is equally 
required by all.

A BYLAW 

To enable the Coi-poration of the City of 
Victoria to raise the sum of ($70,000) 
Seienty Thousand Dollars for the pur- 
poses therein set forth. 

WHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria has resolved to raise tho sum of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars to pay off cer-

tain debts duo in: respect; of the .Water 
"Works of the sauL Oity and to extend the 
said Water Works .'system into tho suburbs 
of tho said City^c eninq idgils • \i6hlan r 

And whereas it will reqtiiro tho sum of 
Six Thousand .Three, Hundred and Forty 
Dollars to be. raised annually, by special 
rato for the payment of tho said debt and 
interest, as ia hereinafter montioned. 

And whereas the amount of tho whole 
rateable property of the said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll boing for tho 
year 1870 was §2,055,820, irrespective of 
any future increaso of the rateable pro- 
perty of tho Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tho work) and also irre- 
spective of any inoomo from, the tempor- 
ary investments of the sinking fund' or 
of any part thereof. , 

And whereas for paying tho mioreat and 
creating a yearly sinking" fund for paying 
tho said principal of §70,000 and interest 
as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an equal annual "special rato of one-fourth 
of one per cent, on the dollar. 

Be it therefore ek acted by tho Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of tho City to raiso by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
tho same upon the credit of tho :' deben- 
tures hereinafter montioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole tho 
sum of §70,000, and cause tho same to bo 
paid into the hands of tho Treasurer of 
tho said Corporation for tho purpose and 
with tho object abovo recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho naid 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as 
may bo required not less than §100 each, 
and that tho said debentures shall be 
sealed with the seal of the said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and bo signed 
by the said Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty-fivo years at the 
fan host from the day heieinaftor men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to tako effect at the 
office of tho Treasurer of the Corporation 
of tho said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to them coupons fur tho 
payment of tho interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after tho rate of Seven per 
cent, per annum from the date thereof, 
which interest shall bo payablo half-yearly 
at the offlco of the Treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of tho said 
debentures and tho intorest at tho rate 
aforesaid to'become duo thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-fourth of one por cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, be raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateable property in 
tho said Municipality during the continu- 
ance of the Baid debentures or any of 
thorn. 

G. Clause two of tho " Victoria Rovo- 
cuo Bylaw, 1875," aa amended by the 
" Water Works Debenture and Rovenuo 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
furthor amended by •' Tho Bylaw to Au- 
thorize tho Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," ia hereby furthor amend- 
ed by striking . out tho words " eight - 
tenths " and substituting the words " ele- 
ven-twentieths." 

7. It shall be lawful for the said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of tho said debonturca, and 
such debentures shall bo so expressed as 
to ontitlo the said Council to' redeem and 
purchase the same on paying tho amount 
thereof and interest duo thereon to the 
date of such -purchase to tho holders 
thoreof, and ali debentures so repurchas- 
ed Bhall bo forthwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed, and no ro-issiie of debentures 
shall be made in consequence of such re- 
purchase. 

8. That this Bylaw shall take effect and 
come into operation upon tho 1st day of 
July, A. D. -1880. 

9. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Bylaw to Authorizo the 
Raising of Seventy Thousand Dollars, 
1880."
